5 HE numberis but ſmall, at leaſt not 
very great, of Men that are ſo ſence- 
lefle and weake of Iudgement , but 
general Inconueniences they reade- 
ly ſee, and can eaſily diſcerne , Not- 
withſtanding , to finde out the 
Groundes of publike harmes, and 
| the means how to cure them, is a ſtu« 
| dy {ointricat, and a practiſe ſo dan- 
gerous, that wary men holdir ſafer toprouide forpriuate eaſe, 
11 regard of the Times, then to bulie their wits for any Com- 
mon-Good, 

But how aduiſed ſocuer, and reſpeRiuely wiſe in this kind, 
the moſt ſort ſeeme to be, as wiſhing onely that all might goe 
well, though not long of themſelues : yer few or none are 
found of ſo {till a temperas not to complaine, when publique 
grecfes worke their owne ſenſible ſmarts, 

Such then, as by long and extraordinary patience, ſupping 
vp their priuate wrongs, haue endeuoured to giue way tothe 
ftreame of publique Contumelies, in hope of better dayes ; 
muſt needsbe excuſed, if compeld at the laſt (by lawleſſe ne- 
ceſſity) toreferre euents to GoDs Providence, in diſcharge 
of their Dutiesto H 1, their PxINce, and Covnraey, 
they vndertake the Defence of their owne Reputations, in a 
Cauſe publike and generall. The rather, when as withour 
pnrpoſe of offending any, their intentions appeare to yeelde 
oncly a reaſon ofſuch and ſuch Diſorders in their owne preſent 
Functions, as for want of ſerious inſpeCQion, or true informa- 
tion, hauc hitherto by Ielouſie and miſconceit onely, yeelded 
matter and occaſions of their ſpeciall Diſgraces and Obloquy. 

Euen ſuch and none other, haue the Drifts and Scopes been 
of all my former Writings, about Traffiqze and her Tributes, 
by the generall Name of Cuftewzes, For having ſpent and

conſumed the beſt part of my youth about publique Employ- 
ments, as well at home as abroad,in FRance, FLANDERS, 
andS co TLAND, for ixtcene years together; after the TrEA- 
Tr that was ended at Barwicke, 1586,betweene the late Queen 
EL1ZABETH, of moſt happy Memory, and our now dread 
Soueraigne IA MES; (cald Fadas arttioris Amicitie mter Po- 
tentiſſimos, &c, The Re coRD whereof in Scot/and remains of 
my hand) which by the Goodnefſe of God, the truth of his 
Title, and his owne Patience together, was a ſpeciall meanes, 
thatar laſt brought his Maieſly ſo happily among vs, and ſo 
quietly hither : deſirous to betake me to fome ſaid courſe of 
life ; I was by Friendes perſwaded to become CvsToMER of 
Sandwich,with the Member-Ports belonging,within the ſhire 
of Ke NT, where I was both bred and born, aſſuring me with- 
all, that I mightthereby, do Gop, myS oVvzRAIGNE, and 
my Co ynrtar ſpeciall ſeruice, and ſobecome Happy. 

Now Happineſſe indeede being that eſtate of life, which all

Motiue (therefore) being vrged ſo by Friends, I vndertooke 
the charge Simply, and doubted no harme .

But that Trafſique, which eucry way 
ſubſiſting of Goodxeſſe and Tr#th,both in Number, Weight,and 
Meaſure, by turning all our Load-Fones into fine Silwer and 
pure Gold, makes Kings and Kingdomes happy. Which when I 
cameto view, and withall to conſider, how like a Coach diſ- 
ordered ſhe hung at one (ide: ſeeing EG# vsmaith hisIs1s, 
and our T HE $Ev $his Sonne, the hope of our happinefſe, with 
all the Royall Iſſue, fitting cloſe therein together ; my heart 
began to fall, and my hairetoriſe.

Andperceiuing afar offa certain kind of Horſe-men, like the

ORREST OF SHIFTrs, to beund ouer our Deſerts, and 
yndertake her at aduenture out of order as ſhee was, and draw 

vsallin Tryumph:I could net-but cry out. And ſeeing as I did, 
(wy ſtanding made me ſee, and my ſecing moou'd my Conſci- 
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ence not to hold mypeace) botb the looſeneſle of their raines, 
their bits wichin their teeth, the dangers of their courſe, over 
Hils and Dales, Bawkes, and many By. waies, and all withour 
a Coach-man or Guide that I could ſpy, (they out-running al, 
and controleable by none for hindring of their alnke) I could 
not I ſay, out of Duty, Fears, and Zeale, to our Soueraignes 
ſpeciall ſafety, and all our happy beings, butgiveCavrT1ion 
afore hand of the fiercenefle of their Courage and deſperate 
Carrier, that they that then Rood nigh them might be warn'd 
at lealt to looke butto their heeles.

And although the Farming of ſome fewe particulars that 
werelet oft already, might ſeeme but a miſcheefe of leſſer 
harme; yetharme more or leſſe, towards Soweraignes and Sub- 
jefts make no Man happy, and therefore tobe ſhund : but to 
Farmeout all, was a publique inconucnience, ſo great in my

Notwithſtanding, when Iperceiued, that though I ſat till, 
the cauſe ir ſelfe daily did grow worſe and worſe; And remem- 
bred withall, my vow to my SoxeraigneandP aTRON, of our 
Schooles at my firſt admiſſion ; in diſcharge of my Duty , which 
inthart r-ſpect I owe to God, to my Prince, and Natiue Country : 
I once more reſolu'd to ſpeake with my Pen, and examine all 
my former Writings, Not as by way of Geneſis, topreſcribe a 
new Artto our Fiſe and Grave Maiiters, for that had been pre- 
ſumption in the higheſt degree, nor as by Analifis ro conteſt

Forfince the Oxe is not muzled that treads out the 
Corne, by the Rules of Religion, and [uſtice allowes to cach la- 
bourer his hire : ] ſaw no right nor reaſon, why ſeruing atthe 
Altar, I might not hope atleaſt, arlaſto live thereby, though 
I held my peace : For Aſai demanda encor che mai non grida chi 
ben ſeruends tace. And why treading out the path of happineſſe

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for others I ſhould be put by . Therefdc hauing now learnde 
all my Letters,and Cyr1sTs Crofle being my ſpeed, and the 
Holy-Ghoſt, lowly ſetting forward, I thus began to fly,

be it from Cyſomers to value themſclues by way of reuenge, 
or diſgracing of others, Bur ſince al men euen by Nature teſee 
to be Liovy, by the rules of Right and Reaſon,and Religion bids 
Reaſon haue an eye ſtill to NVarwre, and be next her ſelfe : of all 
worldly happineſle, if the meaneſt be but Wealth, and reputa- 
tion cheefeft, Honour being held a recompence for all our lofſe 
beſides, If all quit their Lisings, for their Libert:es ro worke, 
(Nature giues no priuiledge for any to beidle; ) If all forgoe 
their Liberties for the purchaſe of their Lines ; If Linings, Li- 
berties, Lines, and Allſeeme nothing to our (Fedits, Andif 
G o Þ ſo priſe his holy Name, that he is Iclous of his Glory, to 
ſhew how his LitevTEnaAnTs ſhouldbe curious of their 
Howogr, Icame at laſtto ſee, and therewithall to wonder, thar 
the Names euen of KiNnGzs, G ops immediat Lieutenants , 
nay, of Go Þ himſelfe through Ignorance and her Fellowes, are 
ſubic&ro diſgrace as well as Cuſtomers. 

But as 2nedans ſunt & non videntur, and Ouedam videntur 
& now ſunt omnine. So Plus quandoque valet in Rebus promouen- 


das, opinto Ignorantium quam Rei veritase '. Which made meto_ 


conſider, that though Piety and Equity were the Arts of Feli- 
city ;yetas euery Text had his Gloſſe, and euery Arther cM- 
ftery ; fo Rel:gion beeing the Rule for Apprentiſes of Piety, to 
learne the way to Glory, ſhew'd the Excharift for Myſtery, And 
the ſetled Art of Equity, that raiſeth all to Honowr by the rules 
of honeſt /#ſtice, for her Myſtery had Exchange, 

The fiſt being wholly heanenly, and falfined to Dininity, is 
taught by Dixines , andI am but a Cuſtomer , yet a faithfull 
Chriſtian Catholique, and a Loyall Kentiſh Man, Butthe other 
from Humanity, morefit for ſence and reaſon, with dim eyes 
and trembling handes, to ſhow the beſt endeuour of afeeble 
wit and weaker braines, Ipgaue my ſelfe to ſpel], and directly 
to diſcouer, 

4 An Argument I confefle ofa higher pitch, and farre greater 
compaſſe, then I did or could imagine, when Itooke it firſt in 
hand : wherein hazzard cuen at firlt did very much diſcourage 


me, in reſpect ofthe times, In the midſt, by Friends I was ma- 
ny waies diſlwaded in regard of thepaines, and Ihad giuen it 
ouer (for I wrought all alone) but for the Enthuſiaſaze and Spi- 
rit of Adoption (till ſounding in mine cares, Religion takes thy 
part, and /uſtice on thy fide :

My ſtayes beſides were theſe : As Gooaneſſe cal'd me forward, 
ſo Trath was ſtill my Ground, which as Time did ſuggeſt, Expe- 
rence ſtill fupplide : My Pen Oportet made, and was euer apt to 
mend, ( beeing ſworne to doe my belt ) Order gaue the 
Forme, but the Stile I ill ſuſpeed, and ſawe ſome cauſe to 
doubt, till Prayer in concluſion, vnaertooke to perfect or per- 
ſwade the beſt ; ſo thatif the Phraſe for the plaineneſſe, might 
paſſe without offence, I was ſure the Matter for imporrance, 
might deſerue a double and treblereading', Now the CMarter 
indeede was T raffique, I meane our owne Free-borne Trafficke 
that honeſt Nurce of [x#Fice, that ſo kindly feedes vs all, and 
bandled Ab effeftis , containes thoſe ſelfe-ſame {/tomes for 
which the poor Schollers in the Oxt-Schooles of Tributes, haue 
ſo long time bin ſubieR co bayting and beating, and for which 
my ſelfe was fo gratiouſly chidden, 

Thus ſearching after T7#th, that onely of it ſelfe makes all 
in all happy,though it be my hard fortune to worke ſtill alone; 
Luo fato neſcio ſed non fine Numine : As my hope and comfort 
is, yetfollowing till mine ALeHaBer, and Lines of my 
PRYMER, I came atlaſttoſpellthoſe very ACROAMATA of 
Piety and Equity, {o fitly ioyn'd together, by Religion and In- 
Fice,that leades allto Trath, and ſo to Happineſſe,as made me 
read out plainely, and write diſtinAly thus, 


© All Men by Nature are deſirous to be Happy, as well as C#- 
ſtomers, and ayme at Perfection by rules of Order, and degrees 
of Goeaneſſe . But Ignorance beeing euery way the Mother of 
Errors, and Grandame of A:ſcheefes , begotre with all thoſe 
Inconneniences, Which pretend indcede Order, butlead all to 
Diſcord, Diſorder, and Confuſion , Is oughtthen out of Order, 
and fit to bee reformed ? Conſult but with Wiſedome and wee 
neede not diſpaire . For Priuatio ſemper preſupponit babitam. : 
Sickneſle it ſelfe ſhowes a habit firſt of Health, and the diſpro- 
portion'd Diſpoſition of any FunQion, high or low, doth ar- 
gue an Intention and poſſibility of Order . Nay, Ignorance her 
ſelfe knowes and tels it all ouer, thatERRoRs haue no Bir 

but in abſence of T7#th, and vnawares to her ſelfe doth teach 
Reformation how in ſecking after Truth the beſt rule of Order, 
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in finding her to wander is ſtill to looke backward : for even 


out of Confuſion, Perfeftion may bee drawne as Truth, by the Ftowe 7puti ct; te & Sand 


Cauſes of Tr#th, comes once to be knowne; ſo by this Iper= Ar wchal, i

For all things in the World (God alone excepted) affeing 
to bc happy, beſides the inclination, they haue in themſclues

There are likewiſe ſome thinges deſired but only for them»

Bur nothing can indeed be infinitely defird, ſaue that Good 
which in it ſelfis eucry way infinite, for the better any Good is, 
the more to be defird, & thatalone moſt defird, wherein there 
38 abiding an infinity of Goodyes:ſo that where any thing defird Bonum quo Cormuniys eo ſemper 
hath an infinity of Beeizg , or is infinite in it ſelfe, that, of all m4. 
Things that can Be, is of all Beings to bee moſt of all defired; 
But nothing 7s or can Be iufinitely Good ſaue G 0D, He there- 
fore Mans higheſt happineſle, Summuny Bonumy and pertett 
Bliſſe. 
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Now Defre tends to Union with the Good which is deſired, 
for bare poſſeſſion makes no Man happy, but the vſe and fruiti- 
on of Geednes being once obtain'd. For Quomihi Fortuna fi nor 
ronceditur vti? Then Happineſſe thus ſpeld, and the wordes pur 
rogether, I was taught to pronouuce, to be that State of Life, 
wherein wee ſoenioy G e in the height of all perfeion, 
thatthough we be but Men, yet we liue, as it were the very life 
of G op himſelfe, Et Howe Hemini Dexs. 

Perfeftion then of Happineſſe refiding till in Heaven, the 
Throne of our G 0D, and the Earth but his Foor-Foole; his infi- 
nite Cry drawing our Deſfres, muſt helpe vs vpthither, 
by a kinde of Free-Traffique betweene his fixed Seat in Hea- 
ex, and wandring Church on Earth ; his heauen]y Inſpirings

Wherein there» 
fore, be thou Popiſh or preciſe, ſo thou bee not obſtinate, and

But if the brightneſle of this Swe, ſeeme to dazellall thy 
ſight, or thine eyes ſcenot cleere to diſcerne this Adyſterie, ler 
Art releeue Natsre by the helpe of Grace, and though com- 
pariſons may ſeeme fearefull berweene Heauenly and Earthlic 
Beings, yet Examples may illuſtrate (Thope) without offence, 
where Prety and Probity contend for nothing elſe, but with all 
proſtrate reuerencezto ſee ſacred CMarefty betweene Greatneſſe 
and Decorum, and to ſeruc and ſet forth Sorerargnty in her own 
ſubfiltance : Therefore look but in my Myrroer, and ſee what I 
haue ſeene, and with my dim SpeQacles read as I haue done.
